president of the American Medi-

ble thing. "It was, he said, 
"whether you were going to 
lose your professional freedom. 
You have to let it run a while 
to see how obnoxious it is,

Yet, Dr. Hudson emphasized, 


the medical profession is far 
from happy with medicare. 


For one thing, he said, many 


doctors "are really hot under 
the collar" about a certification 
form they must sign saying a 
patient they want put in the hos* 
pita! actually needs hospitaliza- 
tion. 


"They think this is demand- 


Ing," Dr. Hudson said. Doctors 
know hospital beds are scarce, 
be said, and when they say a 
patient needs a bed, it should be 
assumed that he does. He said 
toe AMA plans to seek elimina- 
tion of the provision by an 
amendment of the law. 


Rockefeller

signed note had seemed "high- 
handed," and by sending his 
note the Senators said Rocke- 
feller forced the Senate to flex 
its muscles.

Jets Bomb 
Oil Depot 
at Hanoi 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 


— U.S. supersonic jets flew past 
Communist MIGs today to bomb 
an oil depot 14'/2 miles from Ha- 
noi. It was the closest major 
strike to the North Vietnamese 
capital since the controversy 
over civilian casualties arose 
last month. 


A U.S. spokesman said Amer- 


ican bombers attacked the Ha 
Gia fuel storage area HVz miles 
north-northwest of Hanoi. It had 
been attacked before on Dec. 2 
and 5. 


U.S. 
pilots for a second day 


took advantage of clearing skies 
over North Vietnam after more 
than two months of almost un- 
broken bad weather. 


In forays Sunday American 


bombers pounded three targets 
15 to 40 miles north and north- 
west of Hanoi, including the 
Viet Tri railroad yard. 


The pilots reported light to 


heavy ground fire over some 
target areas Sunday and two 
flights of Air Force jets sighted 
MIG21s, but there were no en- 
counters. 


Eight American servicemen 


were killed Sunday when a CH47 
Chinook 
helicopter was

down in the Mekong Delta about 
seven miles southwest of Can 
Tho, a military spokesman said. 
A ninth man aboard the craft 
was listed as missing.

MIGs during the flights but that 
there were no clashes. 


Ground fighting flared deep in 


the Mekong Delta as South Viet- 
namese Rangers reported kill- 
ing 74 Viet Cong today in a 
clash two miles from where 
government forces uncovered a 
massacre at a Communist pris- 
on carhp.

spokesman said the Viet Cong 
killed 44 Vietnamese prisoners, 
most of them civilians, in a 
camp about 108 miles southwest 
of Saigon before they pulled out 
of the area in the face of ad-

Most of the prisoners, he said, 


were killed by gunfire and gre- • 
riades but some showed marks 
of knifing or bayoneting. The 
dead included two women and 
two children,

said, and added that some of the 
prisoners were tied up. 


Six of the prisoners—five ci- 


vilians and one soldier—sur- 
vived and were rescued by Viet- 
namese troops.
